Kearby is a lawyer and is 
neither an agriculturist nor fruit 
grower, nevertheless lie has what 
is wonderful in the way of some 
fig t rees. 
Several years ago he gathered 
at the old Cumberland Presbyter­ 
ian parsonage a few lig sprouts of 
unknown variety a ml put them out 
on the north side of his house to 
make a hedge. 
The soil here is 
extremely rocky and had the figs 
made the hedge Mr. Kearby would 
have been satisfied, 
but 
to bis 
amazement he has some wonder­ 
ful figs. 
Contrary to the general 
rules 
here his trees are never killed by 
cold and the figs put out extremely 
early so that by the 
middle 
of 
June Mr. Kearby lias ripe figs and 
he continues to gather them until 
frost, as the fig tree is a constant 
fruit producer and the frost al­ 
ways kills many immature figs. 
He has never missed a crop and 
always has tigs during the tiirn 
cold weather permits. 
He attri­ 
butes the fact that the bush is nev 
er killed to the fact that the soil 
is poor and he ke<*ps tin* grount 
wet all the time. 
This year bis children have sob 
several bushels at the rate of $4 
per bushel, and Mr. Kearby has 
decided to put out half an aero at 
his home by way of experiment.
